Angelo five Englishmen were found looting a farm» 
house by some members of Garibaidi’s staff, who sent 
them under an escort to be dealt with as Colonel Peard 
should direct. He at once, without inquiry or trial 
of any kind, ordered the men to be shot ; the picquet 
told off for the purpose refused to obey orders, and 
would not fire. The Colonel sent to Garibaldi for a de- 
tachment of Italians to shoot the condemned men, as 
his own regiment was in a state of mutiny. Garibaldi 
replied that it would be a disgrace to the English if he | 
were to do so, and asked Colonel Peard to pardon them. 
I do not for a moment justify the men for looting ; but 
when they had no food, and were obliged to forage for 
themselves, they surely deserved some kind of trial.

ITALY. 

When it is admitted that the new King of Italy and 
his advisers have done just what everybody expected, 
and have only shown a singular command over their 
own enthusiasm by throwing down the ladder by which 
they have climbed into power, several considerations 
present themselves which make one suspect the real 
wisdom of their discretion. The one point at issue, and 
the point between the King and the King and 
the Army, is the full nition of the acts of the Dic. 
tator, particularly his acts. Garibaldi consti- 
tuted an army and gave ran The army is now vir- 
tually disbanded, and the ranks are not coufirmed. Ia 
selected instances equivalent rank is given by the King; 
but Garibaldi’s own orders and decrees are treated as 
mere recom » on much the same footing, 
indeed, as the suggestions of a subordinate Minister, 
to his chief, The coasequence is that not only does 
this army disappear, but a slur is thrown on the 
cause, and the word of a Dictator will not the 
same weight for the future as heretofore. Gar 
himself testifles to the supreme importance of an ab- 
solute recognition, Everything was offered to him if 
he would but waive this point—any military rank, any 
title, an estate out of the old patrimony of Savoy, a 
voice in the purification of his own force, anything 
for himself and his friends ; but his answer was still, 
“Ot all this willl none.” He stood by his honour ; he 
bad constituted an army and given rank, and he would 
take nothing short of an entire recognition of his acte— 
uo doubt, with the reserve of such revision and altera- 
uon as the Dictator himself would have made under any 
circumstances. What, then, if another such occasion 
should arise ? Will the Duotator be trusted and followed 
with an equal faith in his powers? The who now 
bears one of his titles, and does uot fad i convenient 
to enter the Sardinian service, is iu this predicament— 
that he must either profess a rank not acknowledged by 
any Kuropean State, or throw it away, and so connive 
at the disgrace of his late Commander-in-Chief. 

‘There suggests itself, too, the very serious question 
whether the purely voluateer element, in its most tree, 
most irregular, and heterogeneous form, is not the best 
security tor Italian unity and freedom.

The idea of one race only 
against the rest of the worid uever had any historical 
existence in the Italian peninsula. The soil or the 
spot might be sacred, but not the people; for there never 
was a people so mixed, unless it be that which fills these 
isles, and which is still several nations rather than one 
Va historical grounds there is every reason to beware 
of an exclusively Italian system in Italy; but there is 
no occasion to look very far either backwards or for- 
wards, tor the occasion is imminent, A storm hangs 
over Italy which threatens to break this very next 
spriug. She will then want not only ali the men, but 
all Lue enthusiasm, all tne motives, all the ideas, that 
dan be summoned ia her favour. She will want the 
spell of Garibaldi and his army. No doubt, he will be 
ready to give his services, however iil requited, and even 
with the sure aaticipation of a dismissal as summary 
aud as cold as the last. Lat will he Bring the same 
power when it is known that he has no other authority 
than to tender, in tung season, “ coavenient proposals” 
to a Sardinian Minister? Or what if he should have 
passed away — — from the stage, and lett only a 
name? In case there will no longer exist the 
Army of Southern Italy, embodying in one unity the 
character and traditions of the Dictator. There will 
remain only certain jorces and certain men, more or less 
associated with the army that did the work, but not 
ideutical with it, There will thea be nothing but the 
service of Victor Emmanvel. 

The army which did the work, it must be said, no 
longer exists. Ilad a Piedmontese army marched down 
upon Naples, the struggle would have raged to this day, 
as the Ítalians, however mach they may desire unity, 
would not accept it at the hands of one race alone.
